REPORT OF FIND 


What is believed to be the masterpiece 
of Gustav Hesselius, the first American 
painter, lost since 1773, has been dis- 
covered in a suburb of: Washington, with 
Charles Hart, an art critic of Philadel- 
phia, as authority for its authenticity.

The annual meeting of the Massachu- 
setts Association Opposed to the Further 
Extension of Woman Suffrage is to be

The real question is whether the pres- 
ent portentous demonstration is not out 
of all proportion to the occasion of the 
Mexican refusal or delay about firing a 
particular kind of salute. 

In the three cases, in which we our- 
selves saluted the flags of Spain, France 
and Brazil, we did it only after long 
negotiations to determine precisely the 
provocation and circumstances. Can we 
not afford some corresponding time and 
patience in demanding a particular kind 
of salute to our own flag, especially 
when we are dealing rot with a strong 
and settled government, but with a dis- 
tracted no‘’on in the throes of revolu- 
tion? 


This Nation Followed Precedent 


We ourselves took our medicine only 
after months of delicate and deliberate 
interchanges; and we should properly 
have resented the shaking of a navy in 
our face to make us polite. Any ap- 
pearance of bullying or menace on the 
part of our great uation toward weak 
and helpless Mexico would only’ win 
friends for Huerta and bolster up his 
crumbling government. 

I refuse to construe the present demon- 
stration, so ridiculously disproportionate 
to the superficial or advertised occasion, 
as meant merely thus to enforce a flag 
salute. 

The patient and restrained conduct of 
this whole perplexing Mexican business 
by President Wilson and Secretary 
Bryan has been such as commands us 
to believe that they are thoroughly ac- 
tuated by peace motives and have no 
purpose to play the bully. 


Huerta’s Policy Recalled 


Huerta’s refusal to give a national 
salute to our flag as a reparation for the 
wrongful arrest of our marines is un- 


doubtedly in their minds a part of his 
gereral attitude, to which he had given 
more serious expression in what he is 
now reported to say as to his careless- 
ness concerning the fate of foreigners in 
the impending bombardment of Tampico. 

Rightly or wrongly, our government 
has assumed a general responsibility 
for the protection of foreigners in 
Mexico. 

Any proper provision for a _ serious 
contingency in the dangerous days which 
seem impending is legitimate, pending 
adequate international organization to 
deal with such disorders, and will have 
the sanction of public opinion. 

Sober public opinion will not sanction 
any resort to the machinery of war as 
an arrogant menace or with any motive 
which is not disinterested and directed 
solely to the welfare of Mexico herself 
and the interests of humanity and world 
order.

Other Incidents 


“Immediately after the incident at 
Tampico an orderly from one of the ships 
of the United States in the harbor of 
Veracruz, who had been sent ashore 
to the postoffice for the ship’s mail and 
who was in uniform, and who had the 


official mail bag on his back, was arrested 
and put in jail by the local authorities. 

“He was subsequently released and a 
nominal punishment was inflicted upon 
the officer who had arrested him; but 
it was significant that an orderly from 
the fleet of the United States was picked 
out from the many persons constantly 
going ashore on various errands from: 
the various ships in the harbor, repre- 
senting several nations.

This Country Singled Out 


“These repeated offenses against the

offenses not duplicated with regard to the 
representatives of other governments, 
have necessarily made the impression 
that the government of the United 
States was singled out for manifestations 
of ill-will and contempt. 

“The authorities of the state depart- 
ment feel confident that when the seri- 
ousness of the cumulative effect of these 
incidents is made evident to the govern- 
ment of Mexico that government will see 
the propriety and the necessity of giving 
such evidences of its desire to repudiate 
and correct these things as will be not 
only satisfactory to the government of 
the United States but also an evidence to 
the rest of the world of an entire change 
of attitude. 

“There can be no loss to the dignity of 
the de facto government in Mexico in 
recognizing in the fullest degree the 
claims of a great sovereign government 
to its respect.” 


Congress Approves Stand 

The virtually unanimous approval 
which Republicans and Democrats alike 
gave the administration’s initial steps 
made it apparent, that should Rear 
Admiral Badger find it necessary to act 
vigorously in an emergency, Congress 
would back up the American navy with- 
out hesitation. 

The President told those who con- 
ferred with him that while placing most 
emphasis on the Tampico incident he 
reviewed offences such as the arrest of 
an American orderly carrying mail at 
Veracruz, the attempt to exercise cen- 
sorship and delay official messages and 
other episodes designed to show a studied 
attempt on the part of the Huerta gov- 
ernment to offend the United States.

Peel, stem, cut in pieces, wash in cold 
water and dry between folds of a soft 
towel. Rub a generous piece of butter, 
vegetable oil or drippings in a frying 
pan, then put in the mushrooms and a 
little salt and pepper (more ealt and 
pepper may be added if necessary after- 
ward).

Mexican Peonage System 


Yard of a ranch, a scene which is. typical

C. Edwards 
Lester writes of the conditions in the 
mines of Mexico, for from the first the 
mines rather than the more wholesome 
resources of the rich fields were the ob- 
ject of Spanish cupidity, The mine owners 
had Indian workmen to whom they were 
to pay 50 cents a day in trinkets at 
their own valuation. “This imposed an 
abject slavery.” A system of audit ex- 
isted under which the owner of the mine 
debited the workmen with the necessa- 
ries which he supplied and at the end of 
his term of enforced labor he was found

recently always strongly fortified and 
even sentineled at night, and its heavy 
walls sometimes included the huts of the 
Indian laborers or peons. The Indians 
looked to the master for protection 
when bands of savages or of guerrillas

plies a store to sell the laborer all he 
needs, for the hacienda is far from the 
city. The master maintains a church or 
chapel and a school. It was always pos- 
sible in the remote districts for the 
owner of the hacienda to influence the

A 
prospect of bettering himself means new 
incentive to the indolent Indian. He 
works better, he begins to be a little 
more thrifty. 


Hippolyte Gomot, writing in “Mexico 


au debut du X>%. Siecle,” says that there | 
were 8000 haciendas in Mexico and of | 


these 3000 were devoted to cereals. 
Others were devoted to henequen, cot- 
ton, sugar cane, cacao, rubber and gen- 
eral market fruits and vegetables. Some 
of them are held by societies, but many 
of them are the enormous properties of 
one man, who often lives in the city and 
leaves the lands to be worked under 
overseers. Sometimes as many as 3000 
workmen are found on a hacienda. Often 
the master is his‘own overseer and rides 
about his lands with eye and voice 
everywhere. He sometimes hires his 
laborers among Indians who live in vil- 
lages and own their little pieces of land. 


Peon May Change Masters 


The contract made with the peon is 


usually made in holy week, to give it a 


religious character.

vides that the carriers shall always be! 
very polite to the public, and that they 
shall not play juggling games in the 
street. The laws for the criados or 
household servants are worked out with 
the same minute care. Each servant must 
have a little blank book in which his 
name and age and occupation and home 
are written by some public official, and 
each new employer must also be regis- 
tered in the book. Then the employer 
must write his account of their rela- 
tions. This book with its record will 
protect the servant when he is charged 
by any employer with any offense, 
though the purpose also is to keep track 
of domestic servants, so that employers 
shall not be hiring irresponsible people. 


Conditions in the Mines 


Under Diaz the daily wage advanced 
in many instances to $1.50. Wallace 
Gilpatrick lately found the peon earning 
$1 a day at the San Dimas mines. The 
oil-well driller works on contract at so 
much per foot and because of the long 
habit of not expecting much work of the 
peon the driller may earn today as much 
as $30 a week if he works hard and 
steadily. He has a companero, or assis- 
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tant, and one holds the drill while the 
other strikes it with the heavy sledge 
to a rhythmical singsong. One of these 
miners told Mr, Gilpatrick that the 
Americans only want money. He re- 
plied, “But they pay you for your work, 
while the Spaniards made slaves of you.” 
“Yes,” came like a flash, “and for that 
we drove them out!” Here is a national 
sense at work. Mr. Gilpatrick speaks of 
the peon climbing the rude ladders in 
the depths of the mines—the deepest in 
the world, it is said—with a sack of 
metal weighing 150 pounds on his back, 
held by a strap across his forehead. He 
says, “They were the nearest to beasts 
of burden that I had ever seen in the 
shape of human beings.” (“Man Who 
Likes Mexico,” 1911, p. 345.) 

The condition of the women advances 
very slowly. The women of the poorer 
classes in all Catholic countries are 
taught that their one function is mother- 
hood and housekeeping. The Mexican 
women meekly accept this destiny. They 
have a wonderful patience, gentleness 
and kindness. In the humbler Mexican 
homes one may hear in the early morn- 
ing the dull grinding of the cornmill or 
metate. This is nothing but a sloping 
stone over which the woman, on her 
knees, rubs a heavy pestle, holding it 
by both ends and scrubbing much as 
she would at a washboard. It is very 
hard work. The washing is usually done 
at the brookside, where the clothes are 
pounded between stones. Indeed, trav- 
elers in Mexico say that it is usually 
cheaper to throw away one’s linen un- 
washed, for it comes back in tatters! 
Few changes in method in women’s work 
have been introduced,

CITY GRADUALLY 


TO DO ALL ASH 
HAULING IS PLAN 


Administration Buys Motor 
Trucks for Long Runs and Ex- 
pects to Increase Receiving Sta- 
tions 


FIRST COST HIGHER 


Increased efficiency in the collection of 
ashes and garbage throughout the city 
and better laborers’ conditions is the aim 
of Mayor Curley and Louis K. Rourke, 
commissioner of the public works depart- 
ment in the adoption of a plan using 
motor trucks for the long runs and for 
establishing eight to 10 receiving sta- 
tions to take the place of the three 
now used and the conduct of this depart- 
ment by the city instead of by con- 
tract. 

Mayor Curley says that within three 
years he expects to have his plan in full 
operation by taking advantage of every 
opportunity to shift the work from pri- 
vate enterprises to city departments. No 
existing contracts will be renewed, ac- 
cording to the mayor. This plan will be 
a gross increase. of expense to the city 
of $400,000 per year, but the mayor says 


|that he will reduce this increase to $200,- 


000 by the centralization of the sewer 
division stations and the reduction of the 
force in this department which will make 
the total cost of garbage and ash collec- 
tion about $1,000,000, 

The mayor say that the general ad- 
vantages of the new system will be 
shortened hauls, which will insure 
prompter and more regular service to the 
residents. 

On the longer hauls the mayor pro- 
poses to motorize the department, but 
will retain the horses on the routes close 
to receiving stations. Shortening the 
hauls would greatly reduce the expense 
over what it would be if the city under- 


took the work at the present time, but 


there is no additional expense to the de- 
livery to Spectacle island as the disposal 
company’s contract obliges them to take 
the material from the receiving stations 
and does not fix their location aor limit 
their number. 

The large increase in the cost of the 
service over what a private concern can 
do the work and make a profit, according 
to the mayor and Commissioner Rourke, 
lies in the fact that the city pays its 
laborers $2.50 for an eight-hour day and 
half holiday on Saturday. The contractor, 
the mayor says, pays much less, and the 
working conditions are a detriment to 
any community and should not be al- 
lowed to prevail. 

The first steps towards this end were 
taken last week when the mayor author- 
ized the commissioner of public works 
to purchase two motor, trucks in this 
department of the service. 

The mayor believes that even if the 
Legislature forces the city to give the 
laborers two weeks vacation with pay 
that he will be able to keep the cost 
of the department within the $1,000,000 
he has figured for the work.

CONDITIONS IN 
CANADA HELD TO 
BE ECONOMIC 


Investigation of Financial Expen- 
ditures in Railroad Construction 


Industrial Affairs in Dominion 


CLAIM EXTRAVAGANCE 


OTTAWA, Ont.—Among the reports 
about Canada recently published even 
the less sensational state many facts 
somewhat inaccurately. Perhaps this 
may be somewhat excusable. A “fact 
about Canada” in the prairie provinces 
is by no means a fact for the Atlantic 
or Pacific coast ‘provinces. Indeed it is 


rarely possible to find a set of facts 

which will “fit” the whole of Canada. 
Reports which indicate a continent-. 

wide industrial depression resulting from 


{some specific federal government mistake 


or delinquency are incorrect., The indus- 
‘trial depression is, first of all, not acute 
all over the Dominion. Secondly, the de- 
pression in various districts cannot be at- 
tributed to one specific cause, nor in its 
entirety, to actions or inaction of the 
federal government. Neither the present 
government, nor that which was defeated 
in September, 1911, are alone responsible 
for the depression, which, it is not denied 
has been in evidence for a few months. 


How the Reports Vary 


Certain reports give the impression 
that an investigation recently made into 
government expenditures is likely to 
further shake outside confidence and 


interfere with industrial development. 
Son:e reports even intimate that the 
federal government is threatened with 
immediate defeat. This is entirely in- 
correct. 

The investigation relates to expendi- 
tures made by the government defeated 
in 1911, and has been undertaken by. the 
present government with the conviction 
that it will thereby strengthen its posi- 
tion. These expenditures were made for 
the construction of about one half of the 
new transcontinental railway. From 
Winnipeg wrstward to Prince Rupert, 
the Crand Trunk Railway Company is 
responsible for the financing and 
constructing of the new line. The other 
half, from Winnipeg eastward to the 
Atlantic coast, was undertaken by the 
Canadian government of 1907. When 
completed, this part will also be oper- 
ated by the Grand Trunk railway in 
conjunction with their own western sec- 
tion, but under a 50-year lease from 
the government. 


Government Has Changed 

As the government of 1907 is the 
opposition of today, it can readily be 
seen that irregularities connected with 
that period could not by any means 
threaten the present cabinct’s security. 


Through the turn of events in 1911, 
jthe Liberal government of 15 years’ 
‘duration gave place to a Conservative one 
‘entirely out of sympathy with this new 
transcontinental railway project. 

This unsympathetic attitude must be 
taken into account in reaching any judg- 
ment regarding the events of the three 
years. 

The outsider naturally asks, Why 
should the Conservative party now in 
power not have the same attitude to- 
wards this railway as the Liberals have? 

A Canadian ultra-Conservative will 
answer, “Because it is a useless duplica- 
tion of existing railway lines. For this 
the country has expended $160,000,000 in 
construction, and interest on nearly the 
entire capital required, for seven years. 
Furthermore it is an “investment” 
which will not be likely to be of any 
use to Canada, even in 50 years, when 
the operating lease to the Grand Trunk 
compaay expires. It js merely a politi- 
cal maneuver of the Liberals by which 
they hoped to keep certain sections of 
the country bound to them under the 
delusion that it is to be a great national 
asset and of immense aid to transpor- 


tation.” 


How Ultra-Liberals Answer 


A Canadian ultra-Liberal will answer, 
“The Conservatives object because this 
new railway is planned to break the 
monopoly held by the Canadian Pacific 
railroad for so many years. The Can- 
adian Pacific railroad and the Conser-

As the difficulties of con- 
struction becam. more evident it con- 
tinued to mount. 

‘Finally the capital to be supplied to 
build this 1800-odd miles stood at $160,- 
000,000. The government of 1896-1911 
had carried its bill providing that Can- 
ada borrow for this railway, pay the 
interest, until the line is completed, then 
turn it over to the Grand Trunk Railway 
Company for 50 years’ operation. Once 
completed the Grand Trunk railway is 
to take over the interest payment, keep 
the road in standard condition and in 50 
years hand it back to Canada (or if 
agreed upon be given rental privileges for 
a succeeding period). 


‘What Canada Gains 


During these 50 years, Canada gains 
the opening of new territory—a second 
transcontinental line carrying produce 
to both ocean coasts, and this line a 
competitive ore which is to break the: 
monopoly enjoyed by the Canadian Pa- 
cific railroad and which is so objected 
to by the middle west provinces. 

During construction, however, con- 
tractors were alleged to be making large 
profits. Ultra-Conservatives said quite 
too large profits. Liberals denied this. 
Just then the election of 1911 was pre- 
cipitated by the reciprocity question. 
In election speeches the Conservatives 
could point to the discrepancy between 
the estimate given when the railway bill 
passed the House in 1907-8 and the 
probable cost of $160,000,000 then visible.

Only five of the 16 kinds of fish received 
do an annual business of less than 1,- 
000,000 Ibs. 

The crude rubber crop season runs to 
July 1, so that mid-season conditions 
now prevail. Indications are that the 
final crop of Para rubber for this year 
will be about 1 per cent under that of a 
year ago, while the demand will show an 
increase. As of March 31, 1914, the 
indicated crop of Para rubber was some 
24,000~ tons, which %s about 11.33 per 
cent less than that of the corresponding 
period a year ago. All but about one 
fourth of this production has disap- 
peared into consumption, leaving a vis- 
able supply of Para as of March, 31, 
1914, of les# than 6000 tons. 

The wool trade is an undoubted bright 
spot. Contracting for wool on the sheep’s 
back in the West has been active and 
extensive—much larger than a year ago. 
The highest prices of the season are pre- 
vailing. Domestic and foreign wools are 
both strong in price, inquiry is persistent 
and shipments are heavy. There is some 
shearing under way and some new clip 
wool already headed to market. 

The woolen and worsted mills are 
about in the: middle of the fall run. 
They are well stocked with orders, 
enough to carry them through and in- 
sure operation at about 80 per cent 
capacity. Business is considerably bet- 
ter than a year ago, partly because of 
the cleaned up and sold conditions which 
have been existent. This season’s busi- 
ness appears to be secure, although the 
margin of profit is unduly low. Raw 
wool, like hides, is on a strictly demand 
and supply basis, The supply is un- 
equal and the disparity seems likely to 
increase. Raw wool is still low priced as 


compared with other years despite the. 


recent advance. 

The opening of the spring of the year 
finds various results prevailing. The 
manufacturers of chemicals are doing a 


fuii business. The adding machine deal- | 


ers are doing an excellent business, esti- 
mated at 25 per cent better than a year 
ago. The small dealer is introducing effi- 
ciency methods and devices to a greater 
extent. 

The leasing of real estate in the busi- 
ness section is quiet. Concerns are cut- 
ting down space and leases are closed at 
reduced rates. Inquiry is fair only. 


Sales of business real estate have been 


good, a number of very large transactions 
having been consummated. 

The box makers are doing an entirely 
satisfactory business. The plumbers are 
very dull. Repair work has been good, 
but contract work has been almost nil. 
The refrigerator makers are running be- 
hind. A good year is not expected. 

The depression in business is causing 
money to so accumalate that the banks 
find difficulty in satisfactorily placing 
funds. There is some disposition to go 
strong pending the formation of the 
regional reserve bank which has been 
allotted to Boston and into which each 
member bank must eventually pay 6

NEW YORK—tThe drift of Canadian 
funds to this center, as revealed by high 
rate.of Montreal exchange on New York 
and continuous flow of gold from across 
the border, attracts attention to the 
situation in that country. Local repre- 
sentatives of Canadian banks state that 
commercial and industrial activities have 
contracted in Canada as_ elsewhere.

Pearls from Philippines 


One result of American contro! in the 
region about Lake Lanao, Mindanao, P.

Regula- 
tions are being enforced to save the pearl 
oyster beds from destruction, and a com- 
plete survey of them is to be made, with 
the idea of dividing them into three or 
four fishing areas. Pearl seekers will be 
allowed to fish over each area one year 
at a time while the oysters on the other 
areas grow undisturbed. It is also pro- 
posed to lease favorable areas for plant- 
ing pearl oysters. During the last year, 
says an article in the New York Sun, 
more than $760,000 worth of pearls ob- 
tained from these waters found a 
market.

MEMBERSHIP of the women’s clubs of the 
States, territories and possessions of the

— = W ~ erage Clubs now approximates Federation 
,000,000. It is representative of every 
degree and class of society. The general |} of Women’s 
federation is believed to be not only the larg- 
est body of organized women in existence, Clubs 
but the most democratic. It recognizes 
neither caste, creed nor condition. Its coun- 
cils are open to all women, as its object is the improvement and 
elevation of all. With such a membership and such potential influ- 
ence it ought to be a mighty instrument for good, and it is. The 
1ate at which woman 1s making progress and history is brought out 
strikingly in the fact that the next biennial gathering of this great 
association, to be held in Chicago, beginning on June 9 of this year, 
will be the twelfth. That is to say, the assembling of this body 
will mark the rounding out of the twenty-fourth year of the gen- 
eral federation’s activities. Previous to the federation of the local, 
district and state clubs into a national body, women’s clubs of con- 
siderable strength and usefulness were to be found in all centers of 
population, great and small; but they lacked cohesiveness, they were 
often working at cross purposes. Federation meant coordination 
of plans and cooperation in effort, and since its adoption organized 
effort among women has been given intelligent and effective 
direction. 

The Monitor in its news columns has recently recounted some 
of the achievements wrought by women under the federated club 
system. This summary emphasized what had already been made 
known at intervals to the reading public, namely, that through its 
committees the general federation has carried on to success under- 
takings that might well have challenged the resources, to say nothing 
of the patriotism, of the great political parties. It is due to the 
persistent and indefatigable and unselfish activities of the general 
federation, operating through committees and component organiza- 
tions, that some of the very best legislative work done for women, 
children, the home, education and morals has been accomplished. 

The club woman twenty-four years ago did not have a standing 
in public estimation comparable with that freely granted her today. 
A quarter of a century has wrought tremendous changes in the 
thought of the United States in practically all respects, but in none 
has the change been more marked than in popular opinion regarding 
woman’s sphere of action and usefulness. She has brought this 
change mainly by her own efforts, by proving step by step her fit- 
ness to lead where in many instances she had previously been con- 
tent or compelled to follow. She has won from man, in the last 
quarter of a century a new respect, a new confidence, and, if we 
may speak in general terms, an acknowledgment of intellectual 
equality which had been denied her sex in the past. Gatherings 
of the General Federation of Women’s Clubs have come to mean 
much for those women and men alike who formerly entertained 
and nurtured doubts regarding woman’s efficiency. Doubt has 
viven way to confident expectation. 


THE political overturn which followed the

_out the nation. It is admitted that on the outside there is an altered 


feeling toward Canadian development and general prospects. To 
what extent this is due to criticism of the integrity of Canadian 
financiering made by party representatives cannot be measured, but 
it stands to reason that the business methods of the Dominion gov- 
ernment could not be continuously assailed without impairing ‘con- 
fidence abroad. It may be taken for granted that reports relating to 
political corruption in connection with railroad construction have 
been greatly exaggerated, but they have, nevertheless, had their 
effect. According to laws which business interests make for them- 
selves, a reaction from a period of great prosperity and expansion 
was due about the time the Borden government got settled in office, 
and this, taken in connection with the hesitation of investors on the 
strength of mischievous reports bearing upon the honesty of the 
administration, will account for the recession. 

We have it from a well-informed source that the Borden gov- 
ernment rather invites than shrinks from investigation. In the 
estimation of many its position would be strengthened by the findings 
of a thorough inquiry. It may be assumed in all confidence that 


the administration of the Dominion is essentially sound. As much. 


may be said for the financial and business affairs of the coun- 
try, and there can be only a pause in development. Such pauses 
have been experienced in other countries. It would seem inevi- 
table, however, that before all Canada can share equally in the 
prosperity that the west holds in store there must be throughout 
the older section of the Dominion a radical change in economic 
viewpoint. Had conditions in the west been understood and amply 
provided for by the Borden government, it is doubtful if that gov- 
ernment would be confronted now with so serious a problem as that 
of industrial and business depression. 

There need be no concern with regard to the stability of the 
Dominion. Ultimately it will justify all the optimism of its people 
and its friends. But that the present recession may be checked and 
that natural expansion may be resumed, the one thing needful, as 
many careful observers view it, is greater freedom of trade for its 
producers.

Taking the country by and large, it is a fact 
that seldom has a head of state in a free land had fairer treatment 
than President Wilson has received ftom the journalists of the 
United States. Consequently he can speak his opmions with more 
freedom at this coming gathering than if he were certain to be mis- 
understood or unfairly judged. His chief journalistic critics go to 
such extremes that they create a reaction in his favor. Hence he is 
exempt from the temptation even to use this opportunity for polemics 
of a personal and retaliatory kind. | 
- What he can do, and doubtless will do, is to think out loud 
about some of the loyalties to truth, tolerance and refinement that 
are*incumbent upon the reporter and the editor in. dealing with 
persons who are chosen by democracies to be their guides. He may 
with entire propriety ask the journalists who hear him to consider 
very seriously their responsibilities as evangels of war or of peace, 
and the inflammatory or soothing effect of their journalistic pro- 
cedure upon passions of the people in times of friction between 
nations.

ing whatever difference might occur on 
the credit or surplus side, have always taken just pride in these 
achievements and have always been awarded generous praise. The 
framers of the tariff bill, upon advices from the treasury, estimated 


the probable customs receipts for the first year under the new act — 


at $270,000,000. In reaching this figure a loss of $49,000,000 from 
the customs receipts of past years was estimated. With nine 
months of the fiscal year now gone by, Assistant Secretary Maltburn 
feels quite assured, from present receipts, and from a reasonable 
estimate of those in prospect for the next three months, that the 
original estimated total of receipts will not only be reached but 
exceeded. 

If this proves to be the case, it will set at rest one of the sev- 
eral arguments brought by the high protectionists against downward 
revision of the tariff. It was held that the revenues which the new 
schedules would produce would not be sufficient to meet the gov- 
ernment’s needs and that the deficit resulting would be large and 
likely to lead to serious results. The revisionists, as already stated, 
counted upon a large loss and instituted the income tax as a means 
of averting a deficit. Nothing is yet known definitely with regard 
to the amount likely to be netted from the income tax, but even if 
it should fall short of producing as much as expected and estimated, 
it seems that the customs revenues will be enough to -make the dif- 
ference good. 

The outlook at present, therefore, is decidedly satisfactory 
from the point of view of the democracy and the administration, 
and it so happens that in this particular the prospects are equally 
agreeable to the nation.

For a considerable time a large Taste 
and handsome arch has extended over the | 
entire width of exit and entrance bearing the 
legend, illuminated by night, “Welcome to Denver.” Shrubbery, 
flowerbeds, cleanliness, Colorado sunshine and the mile-high atmos- 
phere, a wide and a well-paved street to the hotel, and a general air 
of preparedness for newcomers, all contributed toward improving the 
first impression. There is to be a general reconstruction of the rail- 
way station. It is a union terminal, accommodating four roads, and 
it has been outgrown. A bond issue of $10,000,000 has been pro-

‘vided for, the proceeds of which are to be used in the reconstruction 


of the station, in the building of subways, in platform extensions and 
in the general expansion of terminal facilities. It is expected that 
these improvements will meet the needs of Denver for many years 
to come. 

What especially interests us now is the design of the new facade 
of the union station. It is modern, light in fact and light in its 
effects, reflecting as well as admitting light, and conveying a general 
air of cheerfulness that is often missing from railway stations. This 
facade might be that of a public library, an art museum or a grand 
opera house, and it cannot do less than any one of these would do 
for the neighborhood in which it is situated. , 

Denver is exhibiting its usual excellent taste in making a choice 
of plans for this new depot. It will be too bad to permit such a 
structure to become coal-smoked, and while Denver is about it, and
